largely at the mercy of minorities 
aad individuals who-.may desire to 
obstruct its business. 

“That while the closing of debate 
by a two-thirds vote under the 
present rules would sometimes pro- 
tect the public interest against 
those who would obstruct purely 
business measures, like tax and ap- 
propriation bills, it can not operate 
when a majority less than two- 
thirds desire a vote in order to ex- 
ercise its constitutional right to 
pass such bills. Under these cir- 
cumstances tax and appropriation 
bills can be indefinitely postponed 
by minority obstructionists. 

“That in the case of tax and ap- 
propriation bills alone, which are 
purely business measures, if a ma- 
jority cloture rule providing for 
ample opportunity for every senator 
to be heard can be adopted it will

Robinson Offers Measure. 


Senator Robinson's measure, 
which was offered after a number 
of Democratic leaders had confer- 
red on the coal situation as well 
as other questions, has as its pri- 
mary purpose the invoking of pub- 
lic opinion for the protection of an- 
thracite consumers against contro- 
versies between operators and 
miners. 

The proposed board would func- 
tion when the President on his own 
initiative, or Congress by a concur- 
rent resolution which would not re- 
quire presidential approval, had de- 
clared the existence of an emer- 
gency in which the public health or 
safety is endangered because of in- 
terference with the production or 
distribution of coal. 

The board would be composed of 
the Secretaries of Labor and Com- 
merce and the chief of the bureau 
of mines, together with two citizens 
not engaged or interested in the 
production or distribution of coal. 
It would have authority to concili- 
ate differences, encourage arbitra- 
tion and ascertain the causes of an 
emergency and recommend adjust- 
ments. 


Watson Endorses Principle. 


The principle of this legislation 
was indorsed by Senator Watson, 
Republican, Indiana, who said he 
did not think the government 
should use force to end industrial 
suspensions. He added that the 
government “fails if by action it 
permits a large number of its citi- 
zens to freeze to death.” 

Declaring the problem was one 
with which the State of Pennsyl- 
vania should deal, Senator Bruce, 
Democrat, Maryland, insisted there 
was no constitutional warrant for 
the bill proposed by Senator Rob- 
inson. 

While the coal question was en-

Clean Coal Is Wanted.

“that the public will get the kind 
and size of coal it pays for, and 
especially that it will get clean 
coal. 

“There could be no better ex- 
ample of the need for such assur- 
ance than the resizing plan unani- 
mously adopted by the operators 
and made effective April 1, 1925. 
By this plan the meshes of the 
screens used for sizing the coal 
were changed from the. generally 
accepted old standard to a new 
standard. In addition, larger 
amounts of unburnable slate and 
bone were permitted and a larger 
percentage of smaller sizes were 
allowed to remain in the larger 
sizes.

Concession by the Miners. 


“In the present dispute’ the 
miners, in order to reach a settle- 
ment, have made very substantial 
concessions from their original posi- 
tion, and have shown themselves 
willing to waive any increase of 
wages unless such increase can be 
granted without raising the price 
of coal to the public. 

“The operators, on the contrary, 
have refused to make any impor- 
tant concessions whatever from 
their original position.

Would Abandon Buildings. 


Under the provisions of the bills 
all frame structures which do not 
now conform to the fire regulations 
would have to be vacated within a 
year, while dangerous buildings of 
other construction would have to 
be abandoned in five years. 

In the meantime certain regula- 
tions designed to safeguard the 
lives of the inmates would have to 
be followed. Children under the 
age of 16 years and those so en- 


about would be permitted to sleep 
only on the first floor. In no in- 
stance would more than ten per- 


dants be permitted to sleep on the 
second floor. 

The commissioners agree that the 
measure of relief sought is a severe 
one and would involve a consider- 
able sum of money to organizations 
carrying on worthy enterprises, but 
they assert their belief that the ex- 
isting danger justifies the remedy. 

Similar legislation was unsuccess- 
fully sought at the last session. 


$100,000 of Labor 
Insurance Stock Sold

More than $100,000 of stock in 
the new Union Labor Life Insur- 
ance Co., which opened its Wash- 
ington office January 18, already 
has been sold to unions and mem- 
bers of unions, it was announced 
yesterday by the president 
company, Matthew Woll, who is 
also vice president of the American 
Federation of Labor. The company 
intends to sell stock to the value of 
$600,000, as a minimum, and the 
sales to date were made without 
the aid of any of the affiliated 
bodies of the A. F. QO. L. 

A survey recently made of the 
labor world, it was announced, dis- 
closes the fact that 30 per cent of 
the members are without insurance 
protection, with the exception of 
benefit funds of the local and na- 
tional unions, and that 40 per cent 
are covered for less than $500.

retary of the Treasury, said tonight 
at a dinner in his honor at the Lo- 
tos club. 

Mr. Mellon cited the surtax as an 
instance of the possibility of over- 
coming the difficulties surrounding 
public business, which are, he said, 
greater than those confronting pri- 
vate business. 

“Some two and a half years ago,”’ 
he said, “the Treasury presented a 
plan for the reform of taxation, the 
essential feature of which was a 
reduction of the excessive surtaxes 
to normal figures. Here was a sub- 
ject, economic in its nature, difficult 
at first to understand and with the 
popular appeal presumably in favor 
of imposing the highest possible 
taxes on the wealthy. 

“You will recall the reception this 
pian had in a former Congress. Yet 
through public discussion and the 
fairness and innate intelligence of 
the ordinary American we have had 
a complete reversal of. sentiment.” 

Nicholas Murray Butler, presi- 
dent of Columbia university, who 
presided, said that Secretary Mellon 
“has gained the confidence of the 
American people to an extent which 
is as heartening as it is delightful.” 
“Every one knows,” he added, “that 
when there is a Mellon plan it is 
also the people’s plan.”

New York, Feb. 6 (By A. P. ).— 
The value of prohibition and prob- 
lems connected with its enforce- 
ment were discussed today by three 
nationally known persons. Cardinal] 
Hayes, on his arrival from Rome, 
told reporters he deemed it “im- 
proper to ask our children to con- 
sider vile and outlawed that which 
we must use daily in our worship.” 

United States Attorney Emory 
R. Buckner told a gathering at the 
Lawyers’ club it would require 
$15,000,000 annually to enforce pro- 
hibition in New York State alone. 

Wayne B. Wheeler, counsel for 
the Antisaloon League of America, 
after listening to Mr. Buckner’s ad- 
dress, said, what New York most 
needed was that the people should 
“learn to sing the ‘Ssar-Spangled 
Banner’ and forget the _ refrain 
‘How Dry I Am.’” 

Cardinal Hayes’ declined to 
“yes”’ or ‘“‘no”’ to the ques- 
tion whether prohibition was a 
good thing for America. He laid 
particular stress on temperance 
for everybody, but “that does not 
mean that prohibition should ap- 
ply to all.”’ 

“The Catholic Church always 
Stands for temperance,” he said. 
“That is a fundamental virtue, 
but he thought America must stay 
away from extremes. 

‘““‘When,”’ said the Cardinal, ‘“‘the 
Master Himself used wine at the 
Last Supper in instittuing the holy 
sacrifice of the mass, which was a 
testimony of His eternal love for 
mankind, it is difficult to avoid 
the evident conclusion. He might 
have used anything else, but He 
took wine.”

The progress of 
education among the red men is evident 
in the language of this memorial: 


When the white races by reason of their 
superior numbers, drove us from one State 
to another, took our lands away from us, 
debauched us with their liquor, we finally 
entered into treaties giving up to the 
United States valuable rights and an im- 
mense amount of land. 

Our Indian tribes have lived up to the 
provisions of their treaty. We have never 
treated them as scraps of paper, but, on 
the contrary, the great government of the 
United States through its bureaus and 
through the Congress of the United States 
has repeatedly subjected us to humiliation, 
used our money without rendering us an 
account, and taken our lands from us with- 
out our consent. We have not resorted to 
acts of violence but have bad to submit by 
reason of our numbers to these things. 

We have asked Congress to pass laws 
civing us a right to go into the courts——-not 
Indian courts but United States courts 
——and submit our claims for settle- 
ment. *.° ° 

Now, this government, notwithstanding 
its economy program, is willing to settle 
with the French, the Belgians, the Italians 
and the Enelish by letting them pay only 
the interest upon the money that this 
government loaned to them. They are 
Willing to give away millions of dollars to 
these foreign countries and we have to 
help pay What they are giving away in the 
way of taxes upon our property, yet when 
we come here and appeal to Congress, not 
for a gift, not that our debts should be 
canceled, not for charity. but that we be 
given a chance to go into court and prove 
what the government of the United States 
owes us, they are passing the buck to the 
budget bureau and the Department of Jus- 
tice. saying that we have to mect the'r 
reqguiemeRis bdeiere we are gravied the 


legislation we desire. We are denied by 


the men employed in the bureaus, who are 
living in luxury out of the funds which 
belong to us, on the ground that it would 
interfere with the economy plan of the 
administration.

The McFadden national banking bill | 


Was passed by the House of Representa- 


tives on February 4 by a vote of 293 to 


90. This is the second time the bill has 
been passed by the House by a large ma- 
jority. 


The object of the bill is to give the na- | 


tional banks the right to compete on 


prevent the disintegration of the national 
banking system, which is the backbone 
of the Federal reserve system. Nothing 
in the proposed law affects the rights or 
powers of State banks, nor is any advan- 
tage given to national banks; but some 
of the services which may be performed 
by State banks are allowed to national 
banks, in harmony with the trend of com- 
mercial and industrial development. The 
national bank act was passed‘in 1863, 
and although it has been amended from

Fadden bill it is certain that the drift of 
national banks out of the Federal reserve 
svstem will endanger the very existence 
of the svstem.

London, Feb. 6 (By A. P.).— 
Epic stories of the sea, such as the 
President Roosevelt’s rescue of the 
crew of the British steamship An- 
tinoe, and similar exploits in recent 
years have done much to restore the 


American merchant marine to the 
prestige it held in England a cen- 
tury ago, when the fine old Ameri- 
can clipper ships, carrying cargoes 
to the farthest corners of the world, 
were the proudest vessels afloat. 

America’s post-war struggle for 
her share of the world’s shipping 
has been an uphill fight, involving 
fierce competition against the more 
firmly intrenched mercantile ma- 
rines of foreign countries. The con- 
troversy over whether the Leviathan 
or. the Majestic ‘is the world’s larg- 
est liner is one of the minor mani- 
festations of this rivalry. 

In the treaty ports of the Far 
Kast the complaint is often heard 
that modern American mariners 
have lost the craft of their fore- 
fathers, but that attitude is rapidly 
changing in Europe as a result of 
the full-hearted praise accorded 
Capt. George Fried, of the Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and his gallant 
crew. 
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An emigrants’ university recent- 
ly established at Mundford, Nor- 
folk, to prepare men and women 
of education, character, physique 
and financial means for life in Brit- 
ish overseas dominions, presents a 
student body which is in strong con- 
trast to most of the immigrants en- 
tering the United States, even un- 
der the present restricted American 
policy.

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To the Editor of The Post—sbir: 
Dr. Phillips, rector of the Church 
of the Epiphany, is setting a fine 
example of what “the church” 
| may and should do in the way of 
stimulating interest in good litera- 
ture——as distinguished from the 
fatuous and demoralizing common 
sensational yellow stuff and non- 
sense of hysterical and morbid so- 
called. ‘‘authors.’’ Accordingly that 
gentleman’s Sunday evening ad- 
dresses and criticisms of the bet- 
ter class of novels and reviews of 
the classics are bound to do good, 
in the direction indicated. For 
this is a distinctly imitative age, 
and the only good that can come 
of such a common tendency must 
come from sound leadership and 
initiative on the part of those who 
really can and do distinguish be- 
tween the good and the bad, as 
well as between the sane and the 
idiotic in what passes for ‘“‘litera- 
ture.”’ As it is, every one, of 
course, pretends to be more or less 
literary, or to be able to talk about 
books, especially of the ‘‘latest.’’ 
But how comparatively few ac- 
tually know anything about litera- 
ture, in any true sense! To be 
sure, Washington is far in advance 
of most cities in this respect, and 
I have often been agreeably sur- 
prised and impressed by the su- 
perior quality of books called for 
at the Public Libsary. But even 
in Washington one continually 
runs across distracted (and dis- 
tracting) hunters for books, who 
fly from shelf to shelf in frantic 
search for they don’t know whai, 
or for the very ‘‘latest.’’ Often- 
times I have been amused by con- 
fidential assurances from this or 
that distracted one, to the effect 
that she “had read everything in 
the library, and wanted something 
new.” But when I asked what 
author she most liked, or what 
kind of books, she could not give 
me the faintest clew. The fact is 
that such people have never really 
read a book: of any worth in their 
lives. The most they have done in 
the way of “reading’’ has been to 
snatch and filch disconnected pas- 
suges or sentences from some book 
or other of which they have 
“heard.”’

On the contrary, the old-time 
little red brick schoolhouse used to 
turn out right sturdy thinkers and 
characters from among its gradu- 
ates. However, it is of the church, 
rather than of the schools, I am 
thinking at this monent; or of its 
opportunities as well as bounden 
duty, in the role of educator. For 
its opportunities in such respect are 
as manifold as they ar- 


them wisely and resolutely, 
church might better £0 down -and 
out as it must inevitably in such 
case.

Fortunately, signs are not want- 
ing of the awakening of the church 
to its higher duties and obligations. 
Thus it was good to hear Bishop 
Freeman sound so firm and grave a 
note of warning the other evening 
in Epiphany, and his admonitions 
and warning should be well heeded 
by his own clergy. For it never 
was nor can be enough for the 
church to confine its energies and 
activities to mere theological ques- 
tions and disputations as between 
modernists and fundamentalists any 
more than to amiable society in- 
terludes. Its primary duty and es- 
sential mission must always be to 
lead and direct, as well as to cor- 
rect, the public mind and attitude, 
and to preach and exemplify the 
Gospel and teachings of Christ. 
Otherwise wherein its raison d’etre? 
It can have none else. Thus when- 
ever the Church falls short in this 
it stagnates at its own peril, where- 
as whenever its too precipitate and 
insufficiently equipped ‘‘Protestant 
ministers attempt to mix up in 
public affairs and to figure either 
as reformers or modernists they 
almost invariably do more harm 
than good, and their ‘‘activities” 
prove both mischievous, and per- 
nicious in their consequences.. The 
Church, proper, should restrain 
such, but approve and uphold its 
more educated clergy in such efforts 
as those of the rector of Epiphany. 


For that is a step in the right direc- ~ 


tion. And only the Church can edu- 
cate the idle rich. And that is the 
very class that ost’ neéds edu-

If that be true, then jus- 
tice demands that the maximum 
should not be so large, yet, never- 
theless, faithfully awarded alike to 
all of long service and the basic 
salary now required.

He assures us that the execution 
of the murderer will not deter his 
‘associates from their evil ways, 
and they will go right on just the 
same. 

Mr. Darrow here raises a false 
issue. The real purpose of the 
hanging is to make sure that this 
party will not commit another mur- 
der. If his criminal associate does 
not amend his ways, we can attend 
to him later on. 

For the purpose indicated, the 
operation is a success; but if there 
is some way to get the hanging in 
ahead of the murder, that method 
should be adopted. 

A Mr. Dunning offers himself for 
public execution, as an argument 
against the death penalty. That 
would be interesting to some, and 
thrilling to. Mr. Dunning; but there 
is nothing in it. The degenerates 
now planning murder care not one 
whack about Mr. Dunning. 

In the course of a long life the 
writer has witnessed both murder 
and hanging, and he still holds the 
opinion that the death penalty is 
the logical sequence of murder. 
That penalty will harm no man, if 
he will behave properly. 

As to that burst of light from a 
North Carolina pulpit, it is the fault 
of the people that we have such 
thin preachers.

The story of electric power is not 
unlike the story of the farm. In the 
early days, the power field had to 
be cleared of obstructions just as 
the farmer’s field had to be cleared 
of trees and rocks.

The average theatergoer knows, of course, that it takes a brilllant 
mind to conceive a revue. How many, until this news was imparted, 
knew that scores of brilliant men are required, and all working in 
New York, to bring forth a revue? Well, it’s so—-and that’s that. 
There must be a brilliant man—preferably a brilllant butter and egg 
man—-to produce the necessary wherewithal whereby the revue may get 
under way. Then, there must be a brilliant man to stage the revue; a 
brilliant man to write the dialogue; other brilllant men to repeat the 
lines; .brilliant dancers to dance to music from the workshops of bril-

THOUGHT NOAH’S ARK 


Carvings on Plaque Reveal 


; Boats, One With Pig, 


Other With Goose. 


London, Feb. 6 (By A. P.).-- An 
account of what is described as ‘‘the 
earliest representation of Noah’s 
ark’’ is contained in a report by 
the British museum of discoveries 
at Ur of the Chaldees, Mesopotamia. 

The report is from Leonard 
Woolley, leader of excavations con- 
ducted by the museum in coopera- 
tion with the University of Penn- 
sylvania. 

‘“‘We traced the inner face of the 
great wall built by King Nebuchad- 
nezzar round the old bulldings of 
the sacred area of Ur, and found its 
southwest gate,’”’ he says. “Then we 
laid bare some houses which seem 
to have been last inhabited about 
693 B. C. Nearby there was a lit- 
tle plaque of alabaster, carved on 
both sides, the scenes represented 
being a boat of reeds tied together. 
On the stern is a man, while in the 
cabin is a pig. On the other side the 
pig’s place is taken by a goose, and 
two fish hang by a string. We 
called it Noah’s ark, and, as the 
earliest representation of Noah's 
ark, it will take its place among 
the treasures of Ur.” 


BRITISH TOLD TO USE 
U. S. MOVIE METHODS 


Burwash, England, Feb. 6 (By A. 
P.).—-‘‘As long as British film pro- 
ducers refuse to learn from Ameri-

Whatever the cause, the result 
to make motor car Owners more 
careful of their tires than they have 
been. Tire dealers from all over 
the country report that motorists | 
{instead Of buying new tires are re- 
pairing their old casings to get the 
last long mile. 

This is admirable, of course. but 
if these same owners had made a/| 
practice of giving their tires real | 
care from the beginning, they would | 
not be taced with the need for 
patching and repairing at this stage 
of the gime. 

Every car owner should over | 
his tires once a week. He should, 
set aside a definite day and give the 
tires a careful inspection. Wherever 
he finds a break or cut in the rubber, | 
it should be plugged with tire| 
dough. In cases where the cut is’ 
in the tread, the filler should be 
kneaded in with a knife and then 
the wheel should be turned around 
80 that the weight of the car will 
rest on the repair all night. This 
gives the filler a chance to become 
firmly set, If the tire is sed too 
soon after plugging acut with fitter, | 
the latter is soft and may be pulled 
out by the suction of the tire on the 
road surface.

When 
the draft-door is open, this is where the fresh 
air will enter; but in doing so it must pass 
through the fire, which 
wanted. 

When the house is warm enougl’ the draft- 
door is closed to shut off the air from the fire: 
the chimney, however, wil! still be demanding 
air, and unless it is satisfied will get what 
it wants by sucking it through crevices and 
joints. To prevent this, another door, called 
‘the check-damper, is opened to admit air to 
the chimney without requiring it first to pass 
through the fire. This damper is somewhere 
in the pipe that connects the firebox with the 
chimney. 

These two, the draft-door and-the check- 
damper, control the furnace, making the fire 
burn brightly or die down and smolder.

cows for its own beneisit probably will never 
die. Even if this snake could and did take 
milk from a cow it could at most be but a 
spoonful at a time, for the stomach of one 
of these snakes will not hold more than tha! 
umount of liquid. This snake has been per- 
sistently hunted and killed in the belief tha‘ 
it was a detriment to the farmer because o! 
the milk it stole when all the time it was one 
of the farmer’g best assistants in controlling 
the rats and mice around hig barn.

Jimmy Skunk is one of our valuable fw 
bearers. Skunks are prolific breeders and 
have few enemies but man to keep them in 
check.

It is this problem that the bureau of stand- 
ards is now attacking, and in pursuit of its 
inquiry it has developed a number of in- 
genious machines that imitate the processes

For instance, one of these machines tests 
the wearing quality of cloth by rubbing two 
samples against cach other for a_ definite 
number of rubs, the consequent reduction of 
their strength being thereupon measured. 

The tensile strength of a piece of, cloth is 
determined by a machine which grips two 
opposite edges and pulls both ways. As it 
weakens under the strain to the final break- 
ing point, the force of the pull is indicated by 
a pointer on a dial, while its rate of yield is 
récorded with an automatic pen on a paper 
chart held in a frame alongside. 

‘Another measurement is of ‘‘bursting 
strength.’ A sample of circular shape, cui 
eut of the cloth, is clamped around its peri- 
phery in a horizontal watertight steel frame.

Your body is a stove, giving oul 
time; insulate vour body with 
bedclothes, and its own heat suffices to keep 
you warm. The same principle applies to 
your daytime clothing, and that is why you 
wear heavier clothes in the winter time, for 
better insulation. 

The bureau or standards finds that, 
blanket, a suit of clothes, or an overcoat, it 
is not the fibers of the fabrie chiefly that 
keep a person warm; it is more importantly 
the air spaces enmeshed hy the fibers. Dry 
air is an exceilent 


insulator. The heat re- 


taining value (warmth. as we 


would call it) 
Of a ¢loth varies with the number and size 
of such -air snaces. And their number and 
size varies with the weave and density of the 
fabric. 

In other words, the fibers hold the air 
still, “‘pocketed.”” It i8 the still air, rather 
than the wool or cotton that retains the heat. 
A blanket of loose weave does not pocket the 


Is Your Child Backward ? 
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By DR. GEORGE K. PRATT. 

If you think your child is backward, find 
the cause. There are other reasons for back- 
besides a slowly growing brain. 
Take him to a doctor familiar with. mental 
disorders and have him discover the cause. 

Be patient with your backward child. He 
learns more slowly than other children and 
to teach him you must repeat and repeat, 
and repeat. 

Remember that you are usually the only 
person who can give your backward child 
the kind of treatment and training he must 
have if he is to improve. 

If your child’s slow development proves to 
be caused by a real mental defect, don’t be- 
come discouraged and hopeless. A great deal 
can be done to train his habits and emotions 
to make him into a useful and industrious 
citizen. 

Don’t spend time blaming his heredity for 
his condition. The present situation is the 
important thing to consider. 

Begin your training eagerly. As soon as 
you recognize this condition start to teach him 
those things which he is slowest in learning. 

Remember that the mentally backward 
child is just as easily spoiled as any other 
child. In later years the bulk of his un- 


pleasant habits will have been caused more 
by his parents’ lack.of giscipline and their 
prolonged pampering than by the faulty 
growth of his brain. 

Love your backward child, but love -him 
wisely. Giving in to unreasonable demands 


wardness 


or Overlooking faults he is capable of cor 
recting is poor discipline. And of all children 
the backward child needs affectionate but 
firm discipline. 

Don’t insist on vour backward child trying 
to take in more book learning than he can 
digest. Such children learn very soon all 
the school knowledge they are capable of 
acquiring. Once that point is reached, have 
him taught to use his hands skillfully in a 
simple trade. 

Make your backward child do things. Keep 
him busy trying over and over again to ac- 
complish some little task. If his muscles are 
soft and weak it may be because he is not 
made to try to exercise them. If they are 
stiff and rigid try to arouse his desire to use 
ihem. 

Don’t forget to praise him for his little 
successes. Backward children need encour- 
agement. 

Lastly, remember that training a backward 
child is in principle no different from training 
a normal child. But you must keep at the 
job longer and your patience must be end- 
less. Don't lose heart if improvement comes 
slowly.—From the Designer Magazine for 
February.

If it is 
pure, she will see little irregular lumps along 
the threads of the weave, which are charac- 
teristic and unmistakable. Cotton fibers ara 
smooth. When a scrap of cotton is burned, 
the ash is black; the ash of linen is gray. 

It is almost impossible for a woman to tell 
at the shop whether a piece of fabric labeled 
‘‘all wool” is honest goods or not. She can 
determine the question with certainty, how- 
ever, after her purchase has been delivered. 
She needs only to touch a serap of it with tho 
flame of a match. 
flash will follow. 


If there be cotton in it. & 
If it be really all wool, it 
will burn slowly, with an animal odor. 

So-called ail-wool’ blankets often contain 
not more than 10 per cent of wool, the rest 
being cotton. Many ‘‘all-wool’’ fabries have 4 
background of wide-meshed cotton net, 
against which in the process of manufacture 
waste wool fiber was blown from both sides 
With an air blast. Thus felted together, with 
a strong cotton skeleton, the stuff has al! th9 
appearance of woven woolen cloth. 

Why (to repeat the question) do clothes 
wear out so fast? Largely because fabrics 
are so commonly adulterated. Stringently en- 
forced law has practically put a stop to the 
adulteration and misbranding of food prod- 
ucts, but where textiles are concerned tho 
consumer has no equivalent protection. 

It is partly the women’s fault. They are 
forever on the lookout for bargains and will 
readily buy cheap goods that are not wort) 
half what they pay. Inferior fabrics do not 
last; they do not stand the test of wear. What 
is needed is a proper standardizing of al] texe 
tiles with due punishment provided for any 
manufacturer or dealer who misrepresents the 
quality of his goods.

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REMEMBER with great distinctness the 

first time the name of Lincoln entered 

my consciousness. It was before the elec- 

tion of 1860, probably about time of the 
lLincoln-Douglas debate in Illinois, that | 
heard my father say as he laid down his 
Lewspaper, “‘I had supposed that man Lin- 
coln was just an ordinary Western stump 
»speaker, but this speech is the work of a 
trained lawyer and a keen mind without any 
flummery or claptrap at all.’’ There were a 
sood many words in this utterance, if I have 
rightly recalled it, which meant little enough 
to the boy’s mind; but there was that in it 
which led me to give the name of Lincoln a 
place in my thoughts as one of the personali- 
ties to be reckoned with. I have already men- 
tioned the meager details of the campaign 
end election, which attracted my attention, 
as yet too busy with school and sports to 
have much room for the trivialities of the 
grown-ups. 

As the time for the inauguration 
near, however, talk among the boys began 
io reflect a kind of feeling in the community 
sharp enough to draw our thoughts away 
even from kites and marbles. ‘‘Lincoln would 
never be allowed to pass through Baltimore,”’ 
“Lincoln would never be inaugurated,” “If 
no one else could be found to do the deed my 
pa would be the one to shoot him before he 
took the oath.’’ These are specimen utter- 
ances of boys of proslavery or pro-Southern 
families; for, of course, not all the latter 
were the former; and I am sure that some of 
these boys would have been roundly rebuked, 
if not punished at home for these foolish 
speeches. Yet all this smoke was evidence 
cf some fire, and there was bitterness enough 
in the hearts of many to justify the feeling of 
Lincoln’s advisers that there was real dan- 
ger of violence, and to make it the part of 
wisdom to avoid publicity as much as possible 
in the passage through Maryland to Wash- 
ington. Yet his prudence in this matter led 
to a great deal of vilification. ‘“*Sneaked 
into Washington in disguise,” ‘‘too cowardly 
to face the people of Baltimore,’’ these were 
sample utterances among the boys when it 
became known that Mr. Lincoln was in Wash- 
ington, having come through from Harris- 


burg. Pa., by a night train.

NNHE inauguration is one of the great scenes 

of my memory; and yet there is very 
little definitely to report of what I saw and 
heard. I remember the crowd which throng- 
ed the plaza east of the Capitol. I should not 
have seen much beyond the backs of the men 
in front, if a kind, elder brother had not 
hoisted me up to his shoulder, so that I 
looked over the heads of the throng. As the 
tall figure with the expanse of black cloth- 
ing and the spot of white shirt front rose to 
speak, I found myself watching that white 
Spot with a fearful interest, thinking that 


_b- that boy's father might fulfill the boy’s boast. 


It seemed that it would be an easy exploit to 
shoot down that tall form, so good a mark 
Was made by that white spot over the breast; 
end that the criminal might easily escape in 
such :a crowd, full of those who would sym- 
pathize with him. I remember being disap- 
pointed in the tenor quality of the voice, for 
I had somehow imbibed the.notion that great 
men ought to have deep, gruff voices. I lis- 
tened for the words that might provoke bit- 
ter rejoinder, or should tend to quiet men’s 
excited feelings. My boyish mind Was im- 
pressed with the quiet resolution of the 
phrases in which he declared bis purpose ‘‘to 
execute the laws in all the States, and re- 
cover the property of the United States which 
had been unlawfully seized.’’ As the words 
of pleading followed, in which the responsi- 
bility for oloodshed, if bloodshed there must 
be, was put upon those who might resist the 
orderly process of law and suvernment, and 
in which the appeal was made to ‘‘tne mystic 
chords of memory” to hold the nation to- 
gether, I remember thinking: ‘‘Who can re- 
sist this reasonable appeal?”’ little realizing 
how much stronger in effect were the words 
of the assertion of the right and duty of the 
executive ‘‘to enforce the law impartially in 
cll the States.”’ I did not realize it then, but 
ii is clear enough now, that moderate and 
reasonable as was that first inaugural, it was 
a declaration of war. In the mood which 
ruled the extreme Southerners, there was 
nothing possible after this but a trial of 
strength. It was.but a question of time, and 
a short time at that, when the cannon should 
begin to rour. 

My personal memory of Lincoln after this 
is limited to a single interview at one of the 
earlier general receptions at the White House. 
My mother took me with her in order,.as I 
suppose, that I might have a personal impres- 
sion of the man who, she believed, as com- 


paratively few people did at that time, was, 


re to be one of the great figures of history. 
There was the usual throng of all sorts of 
people in the corridors and in the great east 
room. The President and Mrs. Lincoln stood 
im the famous blue room, with some at- 
tendants utterly unknown to the boy whose 
/@ager eyes were fixed upon the gaunt form 


and rugged countenance of the ‘‘man of the 
pour.” The gentleman who'introduced the 


visitors informed the President that my 


mother was a Kentuckian by birth; and at. 


once a light of interest came into his tired 
eves and he made the procession of hand- 
shakers pause while he made inquiry as to 
exact details and explained that Harrods- 
burgh was not far from his own native place. 
And then happened one of the very few great 
events of my Hfe. Abraham Lincoln turned 
to the lad who was so intently watching him, 
said a word or two of special greeting and 
laid his great hand for a moment on my head. 
I remember noticing that the white glove he 
wore was too large even for his big hand, 
and that it had become positively blackened 
from contact with hundreds of more or less 
soiled hands of American citizens whom he 
had greeted. The boy mind could take a 
trivial fact like that, but has entirely for- 
gotten the words he spoke. 
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HEN the tragic end of his life came I was 

a boy in college at Williamstown, and the 
news came to us nearly at the same time as 
that of Lee’s surrender at Appomattox. I 
remember how-on my way home from college 
for the spring vacation I saw every house in 
town and country draped in mourning, and 
every person I met wearing some sort of grief 
badge. Of all the utterances called forth by 
the event the best remembered one is a sén- 


tence from a letter from a relative who had 
served the Confederacy through all the war: 
“T hope,’’ he wrote in substance, ‘‘that you 
will not think the act of the murderer repre- 
sents the feeling of the South toward Lincoln. 
Personally I feel that we have lost our best 
and most powerful friend.’’ 

In the weeks immediately following the 
inauguration the center of interest and the 
chief topic of conversation in Washington in 
all circles was the harbor of Charleston, S. C. 
What would Lincoln do about Fort Sumter 
and the little garrison under Maj. Anderson’s 
command? Would there be any action fol- 
lowing out the words of the inaugural ad- 
dress about the recovery of United States 
property, or would this go the way of all the 
rest? Almost all the government forts and 
stations in the seceding States had been prac- 
tically abandoned or had been seized by the 
people or by State authorities. Maj. Ander- 
son had moved his garrison from Fort Moul- 
trie, where defense against an attack by State 
troops would have been very difficult, to Fort 
Sumter, on an island at the entrance to the 
harbor, where if provisioned and reinforced, 
there was a possibility of successful re- 
sistance. Would anything be done for their 
help or would the extreme anxiety of the Fed- 
eral authorities not needlessly to provoke 
violence lead to this place also being left to 
its fate? These were the questions every one 
was asking and the pros and cons of which 
we were all vigorously discussing; and there 
were a thousand different opinions as to what 
could be done and what ought to be at- 
tempted.

Bg nr came the telegraphic news that the 
South Carolina troops under Gen. Beaure- 
gard had fired on Fort Sumter... I remember 


‘very vividly the tense excitement which filled 


Washington throughout that April day when 
we were waiting for more news from Sum- 
ter. .| remember running many times down 
to the news office in Seventh street, where 
dispatches were posted. ‘Beauregard has 
asked Anderson for a truce that he might 
bury his dead,” was one of the messages I 
read.at that lying news office. At last came 
the definite announcement that Anderson had 
surrendered the fort, with the surprising—it 
seemed incredible—statement that after the 
long hours of bombardment and returned fire 
no one on either side had been killed. The 
place was surrendered, so the statement ran, 
because the wooden buildings inside the stone 
walls: were on fire, there was no efficient 
means of extinguishing the fire and there was 
no prospect of reinforcement. 

All this was very depressing to the boy 
whose sympathies were with the Union. 
When would Mr. Lincoln begin to make 
good his brave words? When would there 
be some energy and activity in defense of 
the Union corresponding to the energetic 
activity of the Southerners against the 
Union? The answer to these questions came 
with the President’s proclamation calling 
for 75.000 soldiers from the militia of the 
loyal States “to put down the rebellion,” 
and the reports of the intense excitement 
through all the North, aroused by the fact 
that the Secessionists had actually fired upon 
the United States flag. 

Seventy-five thousand soldiers seems a 
pitifully small force when compared with 
recent. standards: but most of us thought 
it would be abundantly sufficlent. We en- 
tirely failed to realize the extent and power 
of the States rights feeling in the South; 
just as the Southern people failed to realize 
the extent and power of the devotion to the 
Union in the North. We almost all shared 
the opinion. attributed to Secretary Seward, 
that the rebellion would collapse at the first 
show of determination on the part of the 
government .to use force; and that at the 
worst the war. would not last beyond the 
summer. .It was.not very long after this 
that the report went the rounds of the news- 
papers of an army officer, somewhere out 
West, having expressed the opinion that the 
war would last at least two years; and gen- 
erally with the comment that an officer who 
expressed such an opinion as that was a can- 
didate for the insane asylum and should not 
be trusted to command a company. It later 
transpired that the man who had uttered so 
wild a-judgment was William T. Sherman. 
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HERE were many assertions by the pro- 
Southern boys that the call for troops 
would not be answered. Boys offered to 
bet that the New York Seventh, the most 
famous militia regiment in the country, 
would never enlist “to coeree the South.”

Maryland had 
not seceded, and never did secede; but there 
was a great deal of intensely bitter feeling 
in the State against the invasion of the South 
by troops from the North, the feeling ex- 
pressed so strongly in one of the best of 
the war songs of the period: “Maryland, My 
Maryland.’”’ A mob attacke. the company, 
who had been commanded not to fire upen 
the citizens under any circumstances, and 
two of the Massachusetts men were killed. 

It would be difficult to exaggerate the ex- 
citement which the reports of this affair cre- 
ated in Washington. We knew that troops 
were gathering and fortifications were being 
erected only a few miles away in Virginia; 
and we natura!lly imagined that the same sort 
of thing might be going on in Maryland. That 
State, as remarked above, had not seceded, 
but we knew that a large and influential party 
among the people were anxious that sho 
should. Washington seemed in a measure cut 
off from the North, and it seemed entirely 
possible that Northern troops might have to 
fight their way through a considerable hostile 
territory in order to reach the city. All sorts 
of conspiracies were reported as being 
hatched among the‘ Southern sympathizers. 
who began to be spoken of as ‘‘copperheads,”’ 
from the name of the most venemous snake 
of our vicinity: and all sorts of movements 
of invading armies were easily imagined by 
the excited minds of the people. So it was 
a wonderful day for the lovers of the Union 
when the troops from the loyal States actua! 
lv began to arrive. 
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HE public buildings of the city were the 

first places used for quartering the sol 
diers. I remember going up to the Capitol 
to see the Massaehusetts Sixth, who were 
bivouacking there. It was a shock to my en- 
thusiastic reverence for these first rescuers 
of the nation. intensified by what we felt to 
be the martyrdom of the boys who had been 
killed in Baltimore, to see that they appeared 
to be very commonplace-looking young men, 
that they wore a gray militia uniform instead 
of the regular army blue, that they were spit 
ting a good deal of tobacco juice about the 
marble floors of the building and were also 
spitting out more or less of profanity as they 
talked. 

The New York Seventh followed quickly 
on the Massachusetts regiment. They were 
wisely sent by boat to Annapolis, thus avoid 
ing danger of contact with the Baltimore 
mob; and marched the rest of the way to 
Washington. The story of that march was 
written in charming style by Theodore Win- 
throp, one of the most promising: of the 
younger writers of the time, who was a 
private in the regiment, and one of the first 
to give his young life for the Union. \ 
memorable experience at this time Was a 
night spent in the camp of the ‘‘Seventh.”’ 
Some personal friends of my clder brother 
were in the regiment, and they were kind 
enough to take the boy out to their camp on 
the Northern border of the city, and Sivye 
him the delight of sleeping under canvas 
among the heroes of his imaginetion, and 
sharing their camp supper and brewktast. 

From this time on, for many. weeks and 
months, it became a chiei interest and pleas: 
ure for the boys of Washington to watch 
the arrival of the Northern regiments. boys 
always and everywhere love to follow a com 
pany of marching men; even a straggling 
band of negro minstre!s or an “Uncle Tom's 
Cabin’ troupe will be accompanied by a hap- 
py crowd of boys as it ‘marches to music 
through the streets. Imagine What it Inust 
have meant to us wher it was a cuse of real 
war; when we felt that these regiments were 
coming to the rescue of our city from Cap- 
ture and destruction; when we hnew that 
the enemy were rot many miles from the 
other end of the Long bridge; when we knew, 
or imagined that we knew, this enemy might, 
any day or night, descend upon the city with 
fire and rapine. There was none of the re- 
serve and censorship about ‘military news, 
which all governments insisted] On in the 
world war., The name, number and equip- 
ment of each arriving unit of the army were 
much prized material for the newspapers, 
and in those early days of the war such news 
was published in full detail. It was months 
before the military authorities seemed to 
realize the unwisdom of this proclamation 
to the world, including the enemy, of the 
movements of their forces. 

Only two blocks from our home was 
Franklin square, up to that time just a 
vacant lot which we boys used for a play- 
ground, it being especially devoted to what 
we called indifferently ‘‘bandy’”’ or “shinny,” 
a primitive, unscientific form of the modern 

me of hockey. Here offe of the regiments, 

e New York Twelfth, under Col. Butter- 
field, was encamped for a number of weeks. 
It was a great delight, evening after evening, 
to watch the ceremony of the salutation of 
the flag, to sce the thousand men form in 
line, the officers come to the front, march 
together to the colonel as he stood opposite 
the center of the line, salute him, and return 
to their companies. It was vastly more in- 
teresting than the exhibition drills before the 
war, because so real. We knew that these 
men might any day be called to carry that 
flag over the enemy entrenchments, that 
these officers would surely have to lead 
their men against a storm of bullets, and 
that perhaps they would have to face a 
withering fire of artillery. It was for such

‘service that they were drilling here.

HERE were some others of the incoming 

regiments that for one reason or another 
had peculiar interest for us _ boys. We 
Ellsworth had _ been 
authorized to raise a regiment to be uni- 
formed and drilled after the peculiar fashion 
of his Chicago company, and to be made up 
of members of the New York fire depart- 
ment. The same conditions as to fire pro- 
tection that had obtained in Washington; 
that is, of volunteer companies who were al- 


x. 


most as much interested in fighting each 
other as in putting out fires, also existed 
in New York. It was a plausible idea that 
some military advantage might be gained by 
turning this fighting spirit of the firemen 
against the enemy, and also that they would 
be peculiarly good material for the Zouave 
drill and bayonet exercise which were Ells- 
worth’s specialty. So we watched eagerly 
for the arrival of Ellsworth’s Fire Zouaves, 
who we felt sure would be famous fighters 
in the coming battles. If we were some- 
disappointed by the reduction of the 
vivid blue and scarlet of the old Zouave uni- 
form to a dull gray which was supposed to 
be more serviceable for actual war, that was 
made up for when we learned that to this 
regiment was to be intrusted one of the 


what 


first advance movements of the war. 

Entrenchments had been made = and 
strong fortifications established for the de- 
fense of Washington at the Virginia end of 
the Long Bridge; but the little city of Alex- 
andria, only six miles from Washington, and 
within the limits of the original District of 
Columbia, remained unfortified, and open iat 
any time to a raid by the enemy. . Col, Hlls- 
worth marched his Zouave regiment to Alex- 
andria. and as they passed through the town 
on their way to their encampment, noticed 
that over a small hotel building was floating 
a flag which was not the flag of the Union; 
though whether it was the Virginia State 
banner or some one of the proposed flag: 
for the new Confederacy I am not sure. I! 
think the official flag of the Confederate 
States of America had not yet beer adopted. 
At any rate Ellsworth did not like the looks 
of this strange ensign; and leaving the ranks 
he went in person into the house, out upon 
the roof, pulled down the obnoxiots emblem, 
and as he came down the steps with the flag 
in his hands was shot dead by the proprietor 
of the hotel. It seems now like a sad waste 
of a valuable life, even more useless than 
most of war’s vain sacrifices; but it did not 
seem so then. It gave a. thrill to many 
hearts throughout the country, to think of 
that gallant young officer tearing down with 
his own hand the symbol of disunion and 
dying in the act. The number of boys 
named Elmer Ellsworth within the next few 
vears shows how widespread was that thrill 
of admiration for the gallant adventure. 

Manv of these early regiments came with 
the uniforms and equipments furnished b) 
their State governments, the dark blue coats 
and light blue trousers of the regular army) 
not having been provided yet for the volun- 
teer troops. So we boys found a special in- 
terest in comparing the blue and gold of the 
New York Seventy-first, with the blue and 
red of the Ninth, the latter regiment being 
distinguished from the others who came un- 
der the three months’ call by the fact that 
they had volunteered ‘‘for the war.” 
brilliant uniforms contrasted strangely with 
the simple gray of the Seventh; and we were 
of course keenly interested in the kilts and 
tartains of a regiment of Scotch Highlanders, 
the New York Seventy-ninth.

N° troops made a better impression than 
4 the two regiments of Rhode Islanders, 
who came under the leadership of Col. Burn- 
<jide. afterwards one of the leading generals 
of the war. but who like several other fa- 
mous Northern generals proved unequal to 
the task of overcoming the strategy and 
courage of Lee and Jackson. He had also 
the misfortune to attract attention by the 
eut of his whiskers, and was popularly known 
by that triviality, for some years. These 
Rhode Island regiments were accompanied 
also by the governor of the State, William 
Sprague, afterwards United States senator 
and son-in-law to Salmon P. Chase, Lincoln's 
vreat competitor, Secretary of the Treasury, 
inventor of the greenback, and Chief Justice. 
Some newspaper poet broke out into verse 
over these troops; and for some reason the 
refrain of his doggerel remains in my mem- 
ory: 

“Toyal and true little Rhody, 

sully for you, little Rhody, 

Governor Sprague 

Is a very good egg. 

And worthy to lead little Rhody.” 

| remember them as marching in easy fit- 
ting loose blue blouses and trousers of strong 
woolen goods of dark gray, a very Sservice- 
able and sensible dress. They brought an 
exceptionally complete outfit of camp fur- 
nishings of all sorts; and the papers an- 
nounced that the Rhode Island people had 
furnished them with all the material for a 
complete ‘‘Rhode Island Clam-bake,” a cir- 
cumstance Which well illustrates the delu- 
sion in many minds that this war was going 
to be a sort of protracted picnic for the sol- 
diers. 

All elements of the population of the 
Northern States were represented in these 
first regiments. I remember a regiment of 
lumber jacks from the Maine woods, great, 
tall, splendid specimens of physical manhood; 
the Sixty-ninth, of New York, made up whol- 
ly of men of Irish birth; and a brigade of 
German-Americans, many of them refugees 
for liberty’s sake of the revolutions of 1848, 
led by Franz Sigel. “I fight mit Sigel’’ be- 
came one of the war slogans, Krom every 
State they came, excepting only the original! 
seceding group of the cotton. district; for 
even the border States of Maryland, Missouri, 
Virginia, Kentucky and Tennessee answered 
this first call: and it was smal] wonder that 
our deluded minds were assured that it would 
not take them many months to reestablish 
the authority of the government throughout 
the land.

ARTHWORKS began to rise on the heights 
around the city, and the defenders of the 
Union were settled for a few weeks of drill 
in ‘fa hundred circling camps.’’ Then swiftly 
came the fateful July day when this army of 
the Union was to try conclusions with the 
troops of the Confederacy, who, we knew, had 
been concentrating at Manassas Junction, 
only a few miles from the Virginia end of the 
Long Bridge. The facts about this first battle 
of Bull Run as it was generally called in the 
North, are matters of well known history. The 
Northern troops were green, untried in battle, 
and not well handled. The Confederates were 
much better prepared, for their leaders had 
been planning. for armed resistance for 
months before the North woke up to the fact 
that war was possible. The result of the first 
clash of arms was just what might have been 
expected, a great apparent success for the bet- 
ter prepared, better commanded army. In- 
dividual courage was alike on both sides, and 

could not determine the result. 

We who in Washington waited breathlessly 
for the issue had searcely any better oppor- 
twnity to know what was hapvening than had 
people hundreds of miles away. During the 
days just before we saw somé of the regi- 
ments marching through the streets and 
across the bridge. Some went with bands 
playing and with the manner of those who 
felt sure of an easy triumph. We had con- 
fidence.in the plans of Gen. Scott and in the 
ability of McDowell and the others in im- 
mediate command. We knew that the sol- 
diers were brave, and we felt that their cause 
was the cause of good government and human 
rights; so theré.was nothing strange in-our 
confidence. | !

As is always the case at such times.. first 
rumors were of victory. Then there began 
to come the wildest reports. People went up 
to the tops of high buildings, and with spy 
glasses watchéd the fight. when in fact there 
was no fighting anywhere. within miles of 
the range of vision. Great is the power c* 
imagination at such times. I heard people de- 
Clare that they could see the flags in the 
smoke of battle, and could tell when the Stars 
and Stripes were advancing and when they 
retreating., I remember what first 
brought to my boy mind the suggestion that 
we might have been beaten in that battle. It

behavior of the man who kept the grocery 
store on the corner opposite our home. We 
knew that he was a sympathizer with the 
South: and we saw him standing in front of 
his store evidently laughing exultantly as he 
talked with the passersby. My heart went 
down into my shoes as I watched him, and he 
will always be in my mind the embodiment of 
the phrase ‘‘ghoulish glee.’’ 

So we were not altogether unprepared 
when the dusty, weary, disheveled fragments 
of the regiments which had march so gayly 
out, began to straggle back across the bridge 
and into the city. The demoralization. in 
some cases, Was very bad. For instance, there 
came along a squad of about half a dozen of 
the famous Fire Zouaves, who had been espe 
clally unfortunate, in the fact that their com- 
mander, Col. Farnham, the successor of Ells- 
worth, had: been killed early in the battle. 
These men assured those whom they met, and 
they undoubtedly believed what they said. 
that their regiment had been practically: anni 
hilated, and they were all that were left alive 
The fact proved -to be that the total number 
of killed and wounded in the regiment was 
about the same as that little squad: and when 
they were all finally brought together. the 
regiment was practically as strong as ever. 
and ready for more and better service in 
the future.

| Somer BER with what reverential inter- 

terest [ looked at the dusty uniform of 
Capt. Trafford, of the New York Seventy 
first, who came to our house that evening 
and talked with us about the battle. Ile was 
an old friend of the family, and he had 
successfully commanded his company and had 
brought it in good order from the field of 
battle. He explained to us why the Confeder 
ates had not followed up the advantage the\ 
had gained and pursued our retreating men 
into Washington. There were two good rea 
sons, he said. One was that the great body 
of the Union army was not in the demoralized 
condition of that squad of the Fire Zouaves. 
but though defeated, had plenty of fight in 
them yet; and the. other was that the Con- 
federates had suffered severely, too, and were 
in no condition for pursuit. To illustrate the 
condition in which his own regiment was. 
when ordered to retire, he told about his 
friend, Lieut. Livermore, about whom he had 
felt rather uneasy, as he was young and had 
been a rather frivolous society youth in New 
York; but whom he saw take command of 
his company when the captain was killed and 
lead it off the field in just as good order as 
it it had been on parade in the city streets. 
Capt. Trafford was able, even then, to feel 
that on the whole, the defeat was a good 
thing for the Union cause, as it would compel 
the authorities to realize What a heavy prop- 
osition they nad before them in preventing 
the suceess of secession, and to take meag- 
ures accordingly. 

So, disillusioned and disappointed, but no 
less determined’ to see the thing through, we 
settled down to a period of comparative quiet. 
The call went out for 300,000 volunteers, 
Some of the militia regiments whose term of 
enlistment had expired went home, Others 
came to take their places. All went diligently 
to work drilling and preparing for more ef- 
ficient fighting in the days to come. That 
fall and winter of 1861-1862 was a gloomy 
time in Washington. McClellan was called 
from his successful campaigning in West Vir- 
ginia to take command of the army of the 
Potomac and put it in shape for the greater 
campaign that must come before the au- 
thority of the Union should be reestablished. 
Nothing decisive was happening anywhere, 
though Grant's first victories in Tennessee 
kept up our spirits to some extent. Around 
Washington the army of the Potomac Was 
encamped, and drilling, drilling, drilling, 
under the greatest drill master of the time. 
We could reason out that this was necessary 
and that it would be useful; but it Was not 
unm inspiring or encouraging process, espe 
cially to boys.

‘Syed fever, from the contagion of the none 


/ too well kept quarters of the troops, or 
from the extemporized hospitals, became 
prevalent in the city. The fair daughter of one 
of our best-known neighbors died of this 
trouble, and I had my first experience of se- 
rious illness from the same cause. - That ill- 
ness is always associated with the cheery 
visits of young Andrew Blair, one of my fa- 
vorite friends and playmates, son of Francis 
P. Blair. of Missouri. Mr. Blair was then a 
very prominent member of Congress, repre- 
senting that element in the population of the 
border slaveholding States which kept them 
from secession and steadfastly loyal to the 
Union, to whom more than to any other 
group of equal numbers the failure of the 
Confederacy was due. Their home was just 
opposite ours in F street, and I remember 
with great interest and distinctness the pleas- 
ant courtesy of Mrs. Blair and the gracious 
presence of her blind mother, Mrs. Alexan- 
der, who, like my own gradmother, was one 
of the daughters of the old slave-holding so- 
ciety, who yet were able to see the iniquity 
of the slave system. I can hear her gentle 
voice now, as sitting in her rocking chair 
with her knitting in her hand she uttered the 
significant if apparently self-contradictory 
sentiment: “Of all things in the world I hate 
slavery the most, except abolitionism.”’ 

We became accustomed that winter to the 
sight of ambulances and wounded men in the 
streets, and churches and public buildings of 
all sorts were requistioned as temporary hos- 
pitals. One scene in my memory moving pic- 
ture recalls very vividly that particular aspect 
of the war, as it appeared in Washington. The 
patent office was very near our home and had 
been a favorite play place of my childhood. 
There was a great. fascination in the models 
of inventions on which patents had been is- 
sued: Little railroad cars, boats, engines and 
machines of all sorts, which were there dis- 
played in glass cases. So there was a special 
interest in‘'the use of a part of this building 
for hospital purposes. 

An old family friend and connection was 
one of the surgeons in charge here; and ks 
invited our parents to visit the hospital on an 
occasion when: Mrs. Fanny Kemble Butler, 
then one of the most admired and highly re- 


“spected persons in the dramatic profession, 


was to read to the wounded and sick men. 
The whole scene comes very clearly and vivid- 
ly to mind. Either the show cases and their 
contents had been removed, or perhaps some 
portion of the building not yet occupied had 
been put to hospital service.

HERE was a report, some time after this 
that on one of the glorious spring days 

of the Washington climate, over on the Vir- 
vinia side of the river, there was to be a 
great review or march-past of the Army of 
the Potomac.

It was a great spectacle which then passed 
before us; one of the greatest of history 
Seventy-five thousand soldiers. in the pink 
OF perfection aS to drill and equipmen:

Platoon after pla 
toon of infantry marching in perfect step 
squadron after squadron of cavalry wit] 
jingling harness, spurs and sabers: troop 
after troop of field artillery, with rattling 
carriages and Caissong and brazen cannon 
flags flying; bands Playing; ‘“‘al] the pomp 
and circumstance of war.” We stood hour 
after hour, never tiring for a moment as the 
great host went by. Then we Started on the 
long walk home, and as we passed the land- 
ing on the river, near the Long bridge, there 
were the regiments which had marched firs! 
in the review, embarking ona Steamboat: and 
we were told that this was the beginning of 
the “Peninsula Cam paign.’’ The’ great

It was heye 
that he met bis first love, Ann Rutledge. Jn 
1835 she died. He was so. erief-stricken 
that his friends thought he was losing his 
mind. He recovered, however, but he never 
forgot her. 

Lincoln was now studying to be a lawyer 
and he Was soon a g00d one. 

After Abraham had risen in his profession 
he met Mary Todd and this high-spirited 
little woman accgpted him instead of Stephen 
A. Douglas. 

People never knew why. After this he de-. 
nounced slavery and therefore became popu- 
lar with the Northerners. In 1847 he be- 
came a congressman. After defeating Doug- 
laf in politics he was pominated for Presi- 
dent by the Republican national convention 
at Chicago. He became President and while 
in the White House he was blessed by having 
five children. The civil war began and he 
became famous by the way he managed na- 
tional affairs during the war. He was shot 
in the Ford theater at Washington on April 
14. 1865, and died the next day. He was 
buried at Oak: Ridge, Springfield, III.
